To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Sandown  in  the 
County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote 
in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in 
said  Sandown  on  Tuesday  the  Eighth  day  of  March, 
next  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year 
and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  elect  an  Overseer  of  the 
Poor,  and  fix  the  compensation  per  year  for  the  same, 
or  take  any  action  thereto. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State  aid 
for  construction  of  either  of  the  following:  Class  2 
roads:  the  Fremont  road  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$370.50  or  appropriate  the  sum  of  $313.82  to  receive 
State  aid  for  Class  5  roads. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  truck, 
snow  plow  and  wing  or  take  any  action  thereto. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  the  Selectmen  be 
paid  the  following  salaries  during  their  term  of  office. 
During  first  year  $75.00,  during  second  year  $100.00, 
and  during  the  third  year  $125.00,  the  above  salaries 
to  be  changeable  upon  popular  request. 

7.  That  the  townspeople  at  the  coming  regular 
Town  Election  to  be  held  in  Sandown,  N.  H.  be  per- 
mitted to  vote  on  the  following  question:  "Whether  or 
not  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  can  work  or  put  people 


to  work  on  roads  without  first     consulting  the  road 
agents  in  charge  of  such  roads. 

8.  To  elect  a  delegate  to  the  State  Constitutional 
Convention. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  for  the  celebration  of  the  anni- 
versary of  the  ratification  of  the  federal  constitution 
by  the  State,  June  21,  1938,  said  sum  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  gift 
of  a  piece  of  land  to  be  used  as  a  parking  space.

I  herewith  submit  my     eleventh  annual     report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

INSTRUCTION 

The  only  change  in  teachers  occurred  at  the  Pine 
Grove  School  where  Miss  Elaine  Cheney  of  Kingston 
is  now  at  work,  replacing  Miss  Hollingshead,  resigned. 
Miss  Cheney  comes  well  qualified  and  recommended  by 
Plymouth  Normal  School.  Her  work  so  far  gives  every 
indication  that  she  promises  to  develop  into  an  excellent 
teacher.  Miss  Hollingshead  withdraws  from  Sandown 
to  accept  a  more  lucrative  position  elsewhere.  She 
departed  with  the  commendations  of  her  friends, 
colleagues,   and  employers. 

This  topic  of  Instruction  brings  to  mind  the  activities 
and  progress  of  the  children  in  school.  Certain  studies 
of  promotions  and  reading  abilities  have  been  conduct- 
ed. These  concern  the  pupils  in  grades  2-7  inclusive  of 
last  year.  We  find  that,  as  a  whole,  85%  received  pro- 
motion to  the  next  grade;  8%,  trial  promotion,  and  7% 
non-promotion. 

In  that  important  tool  subject  of  reading,  it  was 
found  that  7  percent  of  these  children  were  far  below 
grade  and  some  9  percent  more  were  experiencing  some 
difficulty  in  one  form  or  other.  In  the  main,  the  form- 
er group  show  very  little  comprehension  while  the 
latter  have  trouble  to  fully  appreciate  the  material  read. 
Test  scores  give  evidence  in  correlation  with  teachers' 
reports  to  parents  that  the  ebove  percents  are  an 
accurate  picture  of  the  pupil  situation  in  reading  abili- 
ty. We  must  aim  at  and  strive  to  achieve  a  literate 
America.  Therefore,  this  discussion  points  the  way, 
furthers  our  intent  to  make  our  pupils  read,  and  fires 
our  ambition  to  contribute  toward  this  objective.  I  do 
not  wish  to  convey  that  these  pupils  do  not  read  at  all, 
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but  rather  that  they  do  not  read  as  well  as  they  should 
in  then'  grade.  To  be  sure,  the  group  of  children  under 
scrutiny  is  small,  yet  they  are  your  children.  When 
compared  with  this  whole  Union,  the  resulcs  are  favor- 
able, yet  close  enough  to  Union  figures  to  warrant 
attention  in  this  summary.
